If you operate a portable station you will most cer- 
tainly need a portable antenna to use during operations. 
If you do not have a portable station and operate strictly 
at the QTH with fixed antennas, a portable antenna will 
be a nice addition to your gear if your fixed antenna is 
damaged or is down for maintenance. Or, maybe you 
don’t have an antenna for a particular 
band and want to operate that band 
before you install a fixed 
antenna. In any case, we —— 
will look at some equipment and options to get in and 
stay on the air in any situation. 

The most common type of portable 
(2 antenna is a wire dipole that is hung 
froma tree. The dipole can be a sim- 
_ ple mono-band antenna constructed 
*’ from speaker wire or copper-clad 
steel wire (an old 100ft extension cord 
works great), with a solid feedpoint that 
can be hoisted into the tree with the ends 
attached to other trees or to the ground. 
You will also need a way to get the hoist line 
in the tree. Your method of hoisting is yours, 
but you will likely need some good Dacron rope in 
your tool kit. If trees are not available, an artifi- 
cial structure like push-up poles or a tripod should 
be considered to keep the antenna off the ground. 
Another type of portable dipole is configured 
with two similar “hamstick” type vertical antennas in 
a horizontal configuration attached to a portable 
mast. These require a smaller footprint and when
